Current limit is 1 or 2 per day depending on the area fished

Silver Salmon (Coho)

Available in June through September
Average weight is approximately 11 pounds 
(range of 7 to over 15 pounds)
Current limit for all non-King salmon is a combined total of 
6 per day (in some areas only 3 may be Silver salmon)

Other Salmon

Red (Sockeye), Pink (Humpy), and Chum (Dog) salmon are
available at different times throughout the summer months
They are sometimes caught, but are rarely targeted by sport
anglers in the SALTWATER off Alaska
Current limit for all non-King salmon is a combined total of 
6 per day (in some areas only 3 may be Silver salmon)
